PRESS AGENTS 


The telephone rang and I was put on to some­ 
one who described himself as from the press de­ 
partment of Alfred A. Knopf, Inc.. which is pub­ 
lishing Alger Hiss’ book. The voice was gentle, 
neither a tenor nor a bass and the attitude was 
not malevolent, although possibly insecure. 
At anv ra te,‘this press agent said that he had 
heard that I had written a column on the Hiss 
book, thus breaking the release date. I naturally 
told him to buy a newspaper, read the column, 
digest rts contents if he knows how and then to 
telephone me again. Why he or anyone should be­ 
lieve it possible to discuss a ^ubject without tak­ 
ing the trouble to get at the facts, is beyond me. 
Curiously enough, I had not broken the pub­ 
lisher's release date; although had I wanted to, 
I should have done so without the slightest qualm. 
If I have a deep urge to write about a book, I 
can buy it and often do. If a publisher sends a 
book free of charge, he generally wants, in re­ 
turn. some tree advertising. Half the books I see 
reviewed are not worth the white paper they 
cover, and some of the most valuable books are 
never reviewed at all. 
But what the publisher wants is free adver­ 
tising because he is in thé book publishing busi­ 
ness to make some money just as a fish store 
sells shrimps to make some money. Few publish­ 
ers will put their money behind a noble work of 
art with the expectancy of losing by it—unless he 
is one who needs an income tax loss to put him 
in the lower bracket which can be a profit by the 
twisted accountancy methods that have turned 
us into a nation of tax-dodgers. 
So, this press agent got nowhere in his dis­ 
cussion on the telephone and one reason is that 
the press agents are getting too hoity-toity and 
they need their knuckles rapped now and then. 
If the newspapers and magazines stopped print­ 
ing their mimeographed releases, most of thern 
would have to go out of business, and there is no’ 
reason why anyone should print their mimeo­ 
graphed stuff, particularly when it is provided by 
the taxpayers’ money, when the press agent works 
for the government or some department thereof. 
In this particular case, it would not have mat­ 
tered whether I had broken the sacred release 
date, as the book was already on sale in three 
Washington bookstores, as I learned bÿ telephone. 
The publisher therefore was guilty of breaking 
his own release date. 
Another press agent gag is to invite news­ 
papermen to press iuncheons and press cocktail 
parties. I almost never go to these shindigs, hav: 
ing a prejudice against being purchased by a 
lamb chop or a piece of fried chicken which I am 
not permitted to eat, anyhow. I went to one of 
these things once and had to listen to a guy tell 
us something about Korea which I knew, by 20 
years, at least, of personal experience, to be un­ 
adulterated nonsense. 
I think I could be a free loader at such a 
lunch every day if there were the inclination to 
eat at a press agent’s expense and then give free 
advertising for whatever he happens at the mo­ 
ment to represent. Often that form of free adver­ 
tising is justified by the news value of the story; 
But if a story has that much news value, a re­ 
lease date is a presumptuous assertion of censor­ 
ship which ought to be ignored. Not only does 
this duffer demand free advertising but he places 
a limitation upon when it is to be used. His claim 
is that he wants to give everyone an even break, 
except the public which pays for the services of 
both the newspaperman and the press agent. 
The press agent who called me about Alger 
Hiss’ book lacked the one qualification which 
gives a press agent a job. namely that he speaks 
and acts in a manner to encourage the use of his 
material. When he approaches the subject of his 
brainwashing in the tone of a tax collector ob­ 
jecting to an item in an expense account, he de­ 
feats his purpose and wastes the money of those 
who hire him.

In this particular instance, it did not matter. 
I had already read Hiss’ book, had already writ­ 
ten about it and had already decided that Alger 
Hiss had added nothing new to an already tire­ 
some discussion.

ERYTHROBLASTOSIS 
Erythroblastosis is a disease of the newborn 
, which is acquired while the baby is in the uterus. 
It occurs when there is a difference between the 
I blood group of the mother and that of her unborn 
! child. 
A few but not all of such mothers will 
build up antibodies against the red cells in her 
unborn child. 
The fetus has a different blood 
group from the mother because of characteristics 
which it has inherited from the father. The anti­ 
bodies in a mother thus sensitized pass across the 
placenta (the organ on the wall of the uterus to 
which the unborn infant is attached) and injure 
the red cells in the blood of the fetus. 
The dis- 
! ease is due to the extremely short life and rapid 
breakdown of these damaged red cells. 
In the most severe cases, the fetus will be still­ 
born. They are characteristically pale and puffy. 
A few of these may be born alive. Typically most 
cases develop rapidly deepening jaundice within 
a few hours after birth. This is frequently asso­ 
ciated with enlargement of the liver and spleen. 
Some are mild cases which arc not detected at 
birth but who may develop severe anemia about 
1 one or two months of age. 
The red blood cells of 85 0er cent of white 
people, regardless of sex, have a blood type known 
as Rh positive. 
The remaining 15 per cent are 
Rh negative. 
These blood types are inherited. 
In almost all of the severe cases of this type of 
disease in the newborn, the mother is Rh nega­ 
tive and her infant (having inherited the char­ 
acteristics of the father) is Rh positive. 
In about 
13 per cent of marriages in whites, the husband is 
Rh positive and the wife is Rh negative. 
How­ 
ever, only about one in 20 or 25 of such matings 
will produce infants with erythroblastosis. 
This 
disease occurs about once in every 200 preg- 
| nancies. 
Before birth, laboratory’ investigation of a 
mother’s blood can determine whether or not she 
t is Rh negative. 
If she should prove to be so, the 
presence or absence of the antibodies which de­ 
stroy the infant’s red blood cells can be found 
out. 
The death rate in infants with this disease 
j who are untreated or inadequately treated may 
! be as high as 50 per cent. 
With prompt and ef­ 
fective treatment, providing the infant is born 
alive, the death rate may be reduced to less than 
! 5 per cent. 
This is done by giving the infant a 
I replacement transfusion of blood as soon after 
birth as possible, preferably within two hours. 
Repeated replacement transfusion should be done 
if necessary. 
Jaundice in the first 24 hours of 
life is the most important sign that this disease 
is present but it is unwise to wait for this sign 
if the mother is known to be sensitized. 
The 
properly treated infant will develop as a per­ 
fectly normal individual. 
Investigation before birth is the key to the 
problem. 
All women having their first infant 
should be tested as to whether they are Rh nega­ 
tive or positive. 
In all except the mildest cases, 
replacement 
transfusion 
is 
the 
treatment 
of 
choice and repeated if necessary .
